LATEST UNDERTAKING OF GAS
AND WATER COMPANY,

To Take Surplus Water from Roar-
ing Brook at Elmhurst and Convey
it to the Big Btorage Reservoir
That Is Being Prepared at Dagen's
Farm—There Is a Scene of Great
Activity at the Point Where the
Monster Dam Is Being Constructed
Will Soon Be Completed,

The Beranton Gas and Water come-
pany hag a (orve of men at work lay-
Ing o lne of thirty-inch pipes from
the reservolr at Elmhurst to the pros
posed reservolr at Dagen's farm, In

Hoaring Hrook township, Through this |

water will pass to fill the big storage
reservolr which will probably be ready
for use in November, Those who have
been to the site of the new reservolr,
perched up in the mountains, will prob-
ably be surprised to learn that it s
lower than the Elmhurst regervolr, and
water will pass from the latter to the
former without the use of pumps,

It will require several mileg of the
Immense pipes to make the connection
between the two regervolrs, but when
this work I# completed the blg storage
dam will be prepared for any Kind of
an emergency, It f8 located on the
stafford Meadow brook, and above it is
the Willlams Bridge reservolr, and be-
low it the reservolr that svpplies a
portion of the South Side,

Fearing the slender thread of water
thut ripples through the channel of the

Stafford Meadow brook would be in-
sufficlent to supply an abundance of
water for these three rescervoirs the

company decided to pipe some of the
surplus water from the Roaring brook
al Elmhurst to the Dagen furm reser-
voir and insure an unfalling supply.
Through a tunnel water from the now
reservolr can be drawn Into the cliy's
main distributing veservoir at No. 7, or
It can be sent down along the natural
channel of the Stafford Meadow hrook
In such quantitics ag may be needed
to the reservoir that supplies the South

Side.
THE P10 DAM.
If one would guge upon a scene of
bustle and activity these sultey dayes,
a foene such an one gees very infre-

fuently, save in Amerlen, let hlm cross
the Fast mountain and pay a visit to
the Dagen farm, where the Gug and
Water company g8 erecting the dam
that will ¢rente the largest artifieal
lake In Pennsylvanin, and one of the
largest in the United States. The luke
will be filve mileg in clrcumference and
large enough and deep enough to Noat

Burke Brothers have the contract
for the ercction of the dam. and dur-
ing the open season for three yonrs
they have had hundreds of men work-
Ing for them in the construction of this
monster plece of masonry., Practioally
all of the malerlsl for the work Is
found right on the ground., On the
mountain east of the reservolr a fine
grade of conglomorate rock was dis-
covered and to facilitate the work of
hauling the stone to the scene of ope-

rations a ralirond was bullt from the
dam to the gquarry. Over this the
stone is carrled on Nat cars, a small

locomotive belng used for the purpose,

Down in the bed of the reservoir an-
other rallroad bhas been lald, and over
this a lttle Jocomotive puffs and
gerenms ngr it pushes a trip of dirt ears
up a st grade, carrying the olay
used to support the wall which
forms the western end of the dam. A
big steam shovel the clay out
of the side of the banks of the reseryoir
nfter it has been loosened by explod-
Ing powder and transfers it to the Hi-
tle rars,

Thousands unon thousands of ecuble
yvards of earth are nesded to the
filling on elther side of the core wall,
Tt is one of the blg pleces of work In
connection with the construction of the
dam, but fortunately there i2 no lack
of material. All of the earth for filling
i# taken out of the bed of the reservoir,
thus increasing its storage capacity to
the extent of the muterial removed,

MANUFACTURE SAND.

Witen the work of lanyving the walls
for the dam began Burke Brothers
could find no sand of a suitable guul-

ity in the vicinity of the work. They
found stone, however, that was cap-
